The Indianapolis Sentinel this morn 
ing says: "Mr. Barrett's speech yester- 
day in the senate in defense of his bill 
relating to the management of the south- 
em prison was full of wisdom and in- 
formation. Mr. Barrett, ex-chairman of 
the 
committee which 
first 
made 
the 
damaging 
disclosures, 
showed 
that the democratic members of the 
committees were the discoverers of the 
villainies and drafted the report. He 
put the credit where it belonged to the 
discomfiture of the republican 
side. 
Mr. 
Barrett 
showed Himself a true 
democrat in insisting 
that the non- 
partisan 
theory of conducting the 
state iuititutions was purely humbug. It 
is not necessary for effective reform that 
this should be done, and Mr. Barrett's 
citations of the corruption that had 
arisen under non-partisan boards were 
convincing of the soundness of his posi- 
tion." 


I T WAS CONTAGIOUS. 


Colonel Shuler, the republican pre- 
decessor of Warden Howard, of the 
southern prison, was as corrupt as he. 
It comes with bad grace from the repub- 
licans to charge that the democratic 
party is responsible for the mismanage- 
ment of this inftitution. The republi- 
cans are as culpable as the democrats. 
Shuler, a republican, was a defaulter to 
the tune of $70,000, and was one of the 
guilty men to escape. 


Warden Merriweather, the republican 
predecessor of the republican Colonel 
Sohuler, was also convicted of dishon- 
esty and worse crimes in ofiSce. 


The Barrett and Sellers bills for the 
reorganization of the state prisons and 
benevolent institutions will undoubtedly 
pass the senato, but not the house, in 
its present shape. 
The republicans say 
that if the democrats will concede an 
amendment to make the proposed board 
non-partisan even by making each com- 
posed of two democrats and one repub- 
lican, they wiir support both measures 
and let them become laws. 


The senate has concurred in the com 
mittee's report favoring the bill repeal- 
ing the telephone law, and it will pass 
on its next reading and go to the gover- 
nor. 


The house committee promised to re- 
port on the southern prison to-day, 
making terrible revelations of the cru- 
elty practiced on convicts, besides the 
rascality already detected. 


A resolution to investigate the plumb- 
ing of the state house was introduced. 


The general fund of the treasury is 
now exhausted. 
The state officers held 
a conference and concluded that it would 
be a reasonable precaution to take from 
the fund enough money to pay the inter- 
est on the state bonds falling due April 
1. 
There will be no iurther receipts for 
the benefit of this fund before the pay- 
ment becomes necessary. It was there- 
fore ordered paid in advance. 
This left 
the fund with less than $15,000on hand. 
A number of small warrants were is- 
sued, and about $20,000 in new asylum 
vouchers were presented and warrants 
were asked for. These were honored so 
long as the money held out, but nearly 
610,000 more than the auditor was able 
to honor were presented. 
The shortage 
will now be felt by the legislators, as 
they will not be able to draw salaries 
until a loan is effected. It is expected 
that a large brokerage business will be 
done on the curb and by the banks.

LAFAYETTE, Feb. 23.—The following 
announcement appeared at the head of

Wilson accompanied by his attorney. A. 
L. Eumler, walked into the Journal of- 
fice and made a demand for the 
sion of the property under the terms of 
the mortgage which he holds to secure 
the payment of a note of $8,792.14 due 
February 1, 1887, and a balance on a 
former note. 
Mr. Frazer, the whilom 
proprietor declined to retire, but Mr. 
Wilson installed himself, and at once 
went to work getting out a paper. Mr. 
Frazer remaining in the office but offer- 
ing no resistance. 
Later in the evening 
Mr. 
Wilson 
was reinforced by 
Constable 
Hill and Officer 
Soott, 
to preserve order in case any distuib- 
ance should occur, but their services 
were not needed until 5 o'clock this 
morning, when Bosser McOlnre, another 
one of the whilom proprietors, having 
been advised of the proceedings, came 
to the office and demanded 
admittance. 
Officer Hill refused to admit him, but 
McClure waited his chance and when 
one of the newsboys was admitted pushed 
his way in. 
Hill attempted to force him 
out and in the struggle that ensued fell 
with McClure on top of him. 
Officer 
Scott came to the rescue and gently 
landed Mr. McClure in the gutter out- 
side. 


Mr. Wilson states that under the terms 
of the mortgage he is permitted to take 
immediate possession without notice in 
default of payment of any of the notes, 
and that the note of $ 8 , 7 9 2 . 1 4 has been 
due since February 1, 1887, as also a 
small balance on another note. The 
mortgage also provides that the property 
shall be kept up to the full standard as 
at the time of the original purchase and 
that the Associated Press franchise shall 
be protected, neither of which has been 
complied with, 
Mr. Wilson further 
states that he has been reluctant to take 
the step that he did, but that he was 
compelled to in order to protest himself. 
He brought a number of purchasers here 
for the paper, but the figures placed on 
it by Frazer A McClure were so high as 
to drive all purchasers off. 
The mort- 
gage has advertised the paper to be sold 
March 14, to the highest bidder. 


Messrs. Frazer and McClure admit 
that the mortgage was due, but claim 
that Mr. WUson had no power to take 
possession of the office without institut- 
ing regular proceedings according to 
law, and there is talk of some lively liti- 
gation in retaliation. 
Mr. Frazer has 
remained in the office since last night, 
having had his meals brought to him 
and claims to still hold possession.

FOR some time parties living in Field 
Township, near Mt Vernon, HI., have 
been killing a large number of rattle- 
snakes by digging down and blasting 
the rocks with powder. In this manner 
they get at the snakes, which are 
usually very deep in the ground. 
So 
far they have killed about 120 at that 
place, while many scattering ones are 
reported from other places. 
When 
first taken out of the ground they are 
very active and have considerable 
strength, but after beiog exposed to 
the cold for a few minutes become per- 
fectly torpid. 
They range in size from 
one to six feet, but none have been se- 
cured without breaking off their rattles, 
as they always "show fight," so it is im- 
possible to say how many they have. 
In the eastern part of the county there 
Is another den, and a short time ago 
about fifty were taken outi of it. 
There 
is quite a variety found together, in- 
cluding rattle, garter, chicken, moc- 
casin. and other snakes. 


THE installment of Hay and NicolaJ^ 
Life of Abraham Lincoln in the Febru- 
ary Century contains a characteristic 
story, illustrating the sterling honesty 
of the great War President. 
At the 
time Lincoln ran for Congress against 
the Bev. Peter Cartwright his friends 
imagined that the canvass would be 
very difficult and expensive one. 
Con- 
sequently a purse of $200 was made np 
and given him by Joshua Speed to 
cover his expenses. 
After his election 
Mr. Lincoln returned $199.25 of the 
amount to Mr. Speed, with the expla- 
nation that as he had used hiH own horse 
and been entertained by his friends he 
had only spent 75 cents of the money 
given him. 
Abraham Lincoln would 
not have been very much of a politician 
nowadays. Indeed, as politicians h;\v 
ing other people's money in their hands 
go, his scrupulous and exact honesty 
will be quite generally regarded aa 
something extraordinary if not finical 
and fussy. Of course this happened in 
old times, but, somehow, it is refresh 
ing to road about these old-fashioned 
virtues, even if tliey have passed away.
